In Quarantine, 

"Coll it tragic or comic if you like,'' 
saya Oommissloner Pollard, looklni; 
back ou the episode ; "to see Colonel 
Lawley with a bundle of luggage on 
bis back, Adjt. Barrett over-freighted 
with baggage, and the General drag- 
ging tbe big type-writer along the 
beaeh, all in search cf a suitable en- 
campment, was a calamity of the first 
order. It spoiled the West Australian 
Campaign, and sowed tbe seeds of the 
Illness from which the Ocneral, at Its 
crisis,' stoerl in immlnGUt danger." 

And that was the second calamity, 
for It robbed Adelaide of th° prlvllese 
-for which It had long been preparing, 
of accordlag our leader such a wel- 
come as he had not dreamed of. We 
need not go into the details of this 
calamity. For days the General lay in 
a. state of absolute prostration. Doctor, 
nurses and leaders were unremltUug 
In their devotion, the Commandant 
nnd Oorumlssionci' Pollard sleeping on 
mattresses in the pasBage-wuy outside 
the General's room, so as to be on 
hand in case any serious symptoms or 
development occurred. It was a mem 
orable struggle, wiLuessed in spirit by 
tens of thousands throughout the 
colonies, especially In New Zealand. It 
was tbe General's intention to go di- 
rect from South Acstralla to Now Zea- 
land. Tho Conuuamiant, on pereelTlng 
the character of the General's Illness, 
received the Chief of the StafPe assent 
to cancelling the New Zealand section 
of the tour, and the colony was adTlsed 
to prepare for the worst. 

No Retreating 

But not for the first or twentieth 
time the General rallied, nnd wllh tbe 
return bt the flrst symptom a of eon- 
valescenee, he Inquired as to wben he 
would reach New Zealand. 

"Wo have practically cancelled that 
part of the campaign in view of your 
suffering. General," the two leaders on 
the bridge stated. Never was medicine 
more effective to n patient than was 
this nnnoimcemcnt to the Oeuer'al. The 
Idea of giving a v.hole colony tbe go- 
by, why— the General looked as If he 
would hang, draw, aiul quarter his 
udviscrfl " "No. never t I shall go lo 
New , Zeulpad," 

"But the rIskB !" the two pleaded. 
"I'll accept thuin— I elial! go," and 
go the grjiiid, biT.ve war-horuc did, nnd 
from tho hour he left Adelaide till he 
waved his Inst snluiu to hUi dear sou 
nnd daughter, the Qeneral did not once . 
'walssa meeting or fail In an engage- 
ment. 

The record oC calamities did not, 
however, flntoJi at Adelaide. CJoiumlB- 
flloner Pollard was nearly pulsoued at 
Brlsbahc, almost broke his back at 
Byilney, nnd was run over in Mel- 



bonrne, the Wtter calamity deprtdng 
him of the privilege Of seolng a meet- 
ing for a week. In the togev, or gig, 
were the Commandant, OommlBsioui'i 
Pollard and the driver. The hor^e 
shied, the cart collided with a lamp 
post, tbe force of the compact hurled 
the Commandant on one side of the 
roadway and the Commissioner on the 
other. In the momentum which the 
vehicle received it passed ovur the 
Commissioner'^ foot, injuring and 
snapping the leaders. A hue and cry 
was raised,, and as In Melbourne ttie 
ambulance work is done by tiic Arc 
brigade, there soon came tearing along 
a flre engine, a stretcher, and alt tbe 
appurtenances, of surgery ! 

The Commissioner BOW jokingly re- 
views the situatlnn : "I was first taken 
to the headquarters and from thence 
placed on a stretcher, a canvas cover- 
ing hiding my face fi'din the public, 
and escorted to the Women's Training 
Home, where I was kept a prisoner for 
a week. It was grimly Interesting to 
hear the folks ou the sidewalk say, 
'Poor fellow— where was he killed V 
I have never been dead yet, as our 
Irishman would say, but the experlene^ 
of being taken for dead ts more pain- 
ful than pleasant, I can tell you. 

"What did I do la prison 1 Oh, work, 
work, work, aud it was one of the best 
week's work I ever put in, thanks lo 
the Commandant and the patient and 
hard-working shortliand secretnry 
Trhom lie providea 1 shaU ever have 
a fragrant memory of the week I 
spent there." 

Adjt. Barrett was another member of 
the party who fell tmfler the wave of 
what the world would call Ill-luck. He 
took ill, had to have an operation made 
on his ear, which prevented him ac- 
companying the Gf?ncml to Ta«nianla. 

But, In the midst of the ups and 
downs, the rallying spirit of the Gen- 
eral never deserted him, nnd fthe good 
spirits of the parly enabled them to 
accept the. situations with a measure 
of humoTu:, and certainly a readiness, 
to adapt themselves to them. A sol-

Commaudiuil H. Booth has secured 
a tract of country in Western) Austra- 
lia, in the Collie District, which has In 
It great posslhiilttes for cntei'prlse for 
Social Work In the Australian Ool- 
oolcs, and posallily for the third sec- 
tion of the General's Darkest Englana 
Scheme— the Over-Sea Colony ; al- 
though the size of tl)e eatate is much 
too small to serve the pnipoae of aueh 
a aeheme. 

The estate will be over 22,000 acres 
In extent. It Is described ns being well 
situated, a good proportion of the 
area suitable for agricultural purposes, 
while the balance Is excellent for 
sheep runs. There Is also a river 
frontage of twent.v-fonr miles. The 
West Australian Government wlh 
grant Rome osacntlal concessions m 
connection with the cHiate, which will 
enable us to work It on advautngeoua 
terms. 

The Commandant has recently spent 
seven days in Inspecting the estate, 
and has comnasssd It fram boundary 
to boundary. He has settled on the 
locality for the homestead and arrang- 
ed its erectlou, and also for the fene-

In nU 35 cities of 
the Indus were conquered by Alex- 
ander, and two new umw founded. Ui' 
was anxious to press on nnd see ull 
the wonders of India, but his troops 
were wenrJed of marching and he wu;-' 
forced to retreat. He chose n dlfEerent 
route for his return, by building ships; 
In which he Inieuded to coast along 
the shores to the mouth of thp KuphVi.

four tliouEand of these were refused 
hceausethey belonged to native States; 
two thousand were returned, and the 
others would have been, but tbc^y 
slunk away,

Kvcrytbiug costs tivice ilie mytinary 
rate, uud, Though the Government Is 
doing what It can In opening up Relief 
Works In different centres, thrt rale of 
wageo la very low— viz:, a* annas per 
day for men, 2 annas for womeu, and 
plee for children. This, when prices 
Bi-e an hlgl;, will purcliuHe but little.

In najputnna the ehlefest need Is 
free distrlhutlon ; the scarcity hae 
been there for three years, and hun- 
dreds of people lie on the aides of the 
road too weok to work. 

We have Id this Territory many 
thousands of soldiers aud adherents 
enrolled upon our books, und a multi- 
tude of little school-children to core 
for, besides the thousands of others, 
in tlie villiigeB where we work, who 
look to the Salvation Army before ail 
others, as their helpers and religious 
- teaphers. To care properly for them, 
something on a large acsle should he 
organized, and that immediately. We 
have already opened twenty Grain 
Shops with free distribution, but this is 
only like a flrop in the bucket cos-

ceived the most distressing letters from 
every oflleer in uhiirge of a Grain Shop 
begging that tlielr capital lie Immedi- 
ately at least doubled, as the crowds 
which are each time turned away aro 
four or five times as largo as those 
they can supply. Not only ought 
these Grnln Shops to bo inci-eused, but 
we oufiht to open up at least ten mor«, 
as the distances between the Grain 
Shops nre great

Germany is a mighty nallou or nfty- 
two million souls, a nation that is 
dally increaslag in numbei-s, inQneniri? 
and power, and a nation that presentn 
to a Salvationist a field of greoler use- 
fulness, wc think, thon any other, 
That which has been already accom- 
pilahed speaks loudly of the mighty 
possibilitlua of the future. 

Let us glance at the onward march 
of the Army in Germany duHng tht 
last four years. Just that time has 
iidfippd swr;y clncc I v."aa coiuiniHsionet 
1(1 take charge of our work In thia 
country. We had then less than twen- 
ty corps, about fifty officers, and a 
very uphill flght Indeed, Wo were not 
at all understood by the anthorllies, 
and a general feeling existed that 
while the Salvation Army was nil very 
well for England and other lands, for 
Gp"?>?.ny It tvua euiireiy unsuitable. 
But we know that when God made tht. 
Army He made it for the world, and. 
theitefore, for the German, and, con- 
(lequeutly, it must suit Mm ; aud on 
this line we worked, nnd eoTigiit to 
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put the same spirit into all with whom 
wo came In contact. 

We needed a deal of ppticncG and 
faith, becuusc it was not untli wc had 
been working for about twelve months 
that we saw any sign of Imprnvemeat 
or advanbe. Still we lahoieu on ; God 
began to pour out His Spirit, souls In 
great cumbers cried for mercy, nev.- 
towna were opened ; soljlcra were 
made ; the authorities looked at us 
with different eyes ; nnd the Army hat 
continued to grow, so that at the prcs 
ent moment we have a luinilrpd eorp^ 
in fuii worklug order, a Junior work 
of ninety corps, which Is eredltahle 
Indeed, considering It hoe only really 
been in operation about two and a-half 
years. 

Slum Work 
lu addition Lu Uiis we have eight slum 
posts, with Elitccn women eontlmially 
going about day and night linuiiiB the 
destitute and starving, to cure for and 
give them nil the attention possible. 
Our slum work differs from the Eng- 
lish In this, that we do not have puhllu 
meetings In connection with It. Any 
souls who get saved are linked on t 
the nearest corps. We have also twt 
Hescue Ho-^ja, one in Berlin, accom- 
modating twenty-five girls, which is 
usually full. Sixty-five per cent, of 
the cases are good, and give evidence 
of eoaverslon. The ages of the girls 
Who hnvc gone through Luis Homu 
vnry from thirteen to t'uiitj, ihe 
other Hon>e, lu Hamburg, was opened 
oni.v v. frw sjoiitiis ago, also with ac- 
commodation for twenty-five. The n 
suits of our work here we cannot yet 
speak of, hut the pro.spects are. bright. 

We ijflve also a Maternity Home 
with ten bedfi, and a Chilaren's Uome, 
aeeommodatlug twenty-five cliildrcn. 
Ono comfort :s lUuL all the places at- 
well on the way to self-support. I 
might also soy thut at each place wc 
hove doctors who, out of love and es- 
teem for the Army, give all their scj 
vices free. 

In Strashnrg we began our work 
two years ago. God has done ■nroinlors, 
;ind souiH uuve been saved by hun- 
dreds.
